</P)—The government announced to- 
Hay that Colombia has broken re- 
lations with Soviet Russia In tho 
wake of revolutionary riots which 
killed 300 persons, smashed at least 
J.OOO stores, set ablaze 40 major 
buildings and ruined many of the 
city's proudest churches. 


Women with baskets dared sni- 
pers' bullets to go marketing today 
In this food-short city. Hospitals 
Bent out appeals for serum and 
cenlclllln. "Still Critical." 


The situation is still critical. 
The problem of getting food and 
other supplies is serious. 
The 


main bulk of food supplies must be 
brought in from outside this cap- 
ital city, and transportation facili- 
ties are in a snarl. Some food and 
rnilk are coming In, but supplies 
now are verv limited.

19-17, has been found in the same 
area of last year's outbreak, it was 
learned Monday.

said. He lives near the old interur 
ban right-of-way where the fever, 
confirmed by State Health and 
U. S. Army authorities last year, 
took the life of a little girl.

Monday that the case has nil of tho 
clinical aspects of the fever. So far 
as is tho usual trend in the fcvci— 
al blood tests have been negative 
Next Monday blood will be sent to 
Austin for probing, as the positive 
reaction usually takes from two to 
three weeks to appear, he said. 


Dr. Will Miller, acting director of 


the Corsicana-Navarro Health Unit, 
said the case had been reported to 
him. 
He also said the case had all 


of the "clinical manifestations" of 
the Rocky Mountain disease.
